Of all the strange moments created by 
the Waldo Canyon fire, one stands out 
and probably always will. 

About 2 a.m. Sunday, our family heard 
the mandatory evacuation order for Mani- 
tou Springs. By 3:30, my wife, adult son, 
cat and I were packed into two cars, 
heading for a motel room (the only one I 
could find) on South Nevada Avenue. 

Just four hours later, I brought Mitch 
back to his job at the west-side Safeway, 
then decided to return home for a few 
things we'd forgotten, since the Manitou 
roadblocks weren't manned yet. 

I got there, went inside ... and every- 
thing felt so surreal. Like it wasn't our 
house anymore. I looked out at the fire, 
with angry flames clearly visible just 
above Cedar Heights, and wondered if 
the unthinkable actually could happen. 
Common sense and logic said surely not, 
but when you're told to evacuate, you're 
not in control anymore. 

Little did we realize how the hours and 
days would unfold: First, the evacuation 
lifted for us, then living out of suitcases in 
our own house, knowing others had it far 
worse. But that eerie return to our home 
still makes me shudder. 

The fire has persisted, and our initial 
impromptu response produced a package 
of stories with a Twitter-inspired timeline 
starting on p. 11. We want to provide a 
clearer memory for readers beyond the 
monotonous TV coverage. 

As Indy reporter J. Adrian Stanley 
(another Manitou evacuee) put it, this 
time some of us went from covering the 
news to being in the news. 

It's something we never want to experi- 
ence again.

Mega bad decision 

Wommack Ministries has been 
approved by Woodland Park City 
Council, with open arms, to build a 
mega religious complex which will 
be three times the size of Wal-Mart 
("Mixed blessings," Nov. 10, 2011). 

Wommack Ministries, a non-accred- 
ited Bible college, is a tax-exempt reli- 
gious entity that will change the face 
of the community and provide little 
economic return. As a matter of fact, 
WP taxes will have to be raised in 
order to support additional emergency 
services. 

Wommack's own studies have 
shown that 80 percent of the new jobs 
will come from outside Teller County. 
Ninety percent of the students will 
either commute from Colorado 
Springs or live in student housing on 
the complex. 

The WP Planning Commission has 
pushed this as the best thing since 
sliced bread and claim that there will 
be minimal impact. Let me say it 
again, this complex will be three times 
the size of Wal-Mart. 

The population of Woodland Park 
will increase by 1,500 within the next 
two years and when the complex is 
completed, it will increase to over 
3,000. Special events at the complex 
will increase by another 2,500. 

City Council described this as a 
win-win project for WP. The city is 
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ignoring the impact from light pollu- 
tion, noise pollution, traffic conges- 
tion, the impact to wildlife, and the 
demand for water as the complex will 
use a minimum of 30,000 gallons of 
water per day. The city has also dis- 
regarded the impact a religious orga- 
nization of this size will have on the 
community.

Drake: the new battleground 



paddle up boys, and saddle up well, For I think these cattle have scat- 
kDtered to hell. — "The Old Chisholm Trail" 

Three weeks ago, in response to demands from Mayor Steve Bach, the 
downtown community and City Council, Colorado Springs Utilities agreed to 
fund an extensive study of the coal-burning Martin Drake Power Plant. The 
study would consider all alternatives, ranging from immediate decommission 
and tear-down to keeping the ancient plant in operation for decades to come. 

Electric generation boss Bruce McCormick unveiled a tripartite plan last 
week. The centerpiece is a "technical review" covering everything from oper- 
ating efficiencies to fuel price forecasts. Performed by Utilities-chosen consul- 
tants, it'll cost around $500,000. Second is a speculative economic develop- 
ment analysis (possibly by the Chamber/EDC) focusing on all the great stuff 
that might happen if the ancient smoke-belcher is junked. The third, to be 
done by yet another consultant group, will manage the public process. 

Just as roundball junkies never tire of watching Michael Jordan's cross- 
over dribble, connoisseurs of bureau- 

cratic maneuvering surely appreciate 

McCormick's sly brilliance. He pro- 
poses to reveal all, but the revelations 
are meaningless. Council will be over- 
whelmed by technical minutiae, but 
no policy guidance. Coal or gas? Tear 
down, phase out or retain? Baseball sta- 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ m dium, ballfields, or barbed wire around 

a Superfund site? Neumann system or 
no system? On the one hand, on the other hand, and so on, ad infinitum. 

Like an NBA Hall of Famer, McCormick uses his dazzling moves to 
distract and befuddle his marks. You want information? Here it is. You 
want choices? Here they are. Corralled like so many cattle on the Chisholm 
Trail, our dizzied, gently manipulated Councilors will trot down the chute, 
bawling that inaction is the only safe action. And Utilities will have suc- 
cessfully decoupled the Drake discussion from the much more significant 
issue of what to do about Utilities itself. 

It's ludicrous to spend $500,000 asking consultants to decide a simple 
operational issue. Utilities staff can do that in 10 seconds if Council pro- 
vides clear policy guidelines. 

Do we want the cheapest power possible? Keep Drake. Do we want to 
attract power-guzzling businesses like data centers that depend on cheap 
power? Keep Drake. Do we think that an aging downtown power plant has 
a cool 19th-century aesthetic, which actually might lure those steampunk- 
loving young professionals? Preserve Drake! 

Do we want a more inviting, greener downtown? Junk Drake. Do we 
want to appear bold, dynamic and unafraid of the future? Junk Drake. 

Councilors can't decide. They want to have it both ways. Hence, Team 
McCormick will stage a little Kabuki theater and lead Council into the 
sunny uplands of no-decision policy-making. 

That's where Mayor Bach comes in. He has no statutory authority over Utili- 
ties, which remains under Council control. He could have genially stepped 
back and left everything up to Council. Instead, he's injected himself into the 
discussion. His public skepticism about Drake helped drive the debate, and he 
seems willing to consider the sale of Utilities' electrical-generation assets. 

There's been a lot of speculation about the consequences of such a sale. 
Would rates shoot up? Would the city enjoy a giant windfall, even after 
paying off Utilities' multibillion-dollar debt? Who would set rates? And 
could junking Drake be a condition of any sale? 

You can't expect the enterprise's senior managers to advocate selling. 
They believe, not without reason, that local ownership and control of the 
utility system has greatly benefited the city. And no sane person wants to 
put him/herself out of a job. 

That leaves the mayor. He doesn't need anybody's permission to hire Bain 
or McKinsey or another consulting company and ask it to explore the sale of 
certain utility assets. Council may be Utilities' governing body, but Bach is the 
city's CEO. Doing so would put Utilities in play, and we'd find out soon enough 
what those assets would bring, and whether it would make sense to sell them. 
Initiating such a process would be risky, controversial and incautious.

Do you live right here in town? I do, I live right above the store. 
You were evacuated then ... so, what did you guys do? Where 

did you go? We packed up all our stuff. I knew that it was probably 
coming so we grabbed everything of necessity — the valuable stuff, 
yourself, your loved ones, and your pets, and then we went over to a 
friend's house, a fellow business-owner's house in Colorado Springs. 
What would you like to tell the firefighters? Thank you and they've been doing a 
tremendous job. I mean, the fact that as of right now, that I know of, no structures 
have been burned is just a testament to how well they've been fighting. 
What if an arsonist caused this? I am fairly certain it's arsonists, and I hope 
that the authorities catch them before the civilian population does, or they better 
hope the authorities catch them before the civilians do because they're toast.

Have you been following the fire news? I've been keeping track, mostly 
using Google — go to the news tab and hit Colorado Springs, and then 
you can even do a live feed so it pops up the stories that are posted. 
Do you like that better than actually going to the news channel? It 
depends. I like it. Some of the news channels aren't updated frequently, 
so it's nice to check various sources. It seems like there was a lot of 
miscommunication going on at first too. ... I think that caused a lot of confusion. 
What would you want to say to the firefighters who are out there? I'd want to 
thank them and give them all big hugs and they're just great and brave and cou- 
rageous and very dedicated to do that kind of work.

How did you first hear about the fire? We first heard about the fire from 
a friend who called and said they are being evacuated and they needed 
somewhere to go. And they were asking if they could come to the OTC. 
Was the OTC able to give them a place to stay? Yeah, he was actually 
an OTC, uh, USOC employee. So they were able to give him accommo- 
dations, food, and all that kind of stuff. 
Were you able to do that for other employees? They've been able to accommo- 
date a bunch of people. I'm not sure the number, but I know that they've offered, 
letting all the employees know that they have a place at the OTC if they need one. 
Anything you'd like to say to the firefighters out there? I'd like to wish them all 
the best of luck, and to please be safe and don't risk losing any life over prop- 
erty. Because you can replace property, but you can't replace a life.

But it was probably just as well that you didn't try to wrap your mind around them, because 
they'd soon be different, anyway. The story of the Waldo Canyon Fire has morphed incredibly 
quickly since flames were first reported not far from U.S. Highway 24 around noon Saturday. 

Firefighters and other emergency responders, of course, deserve our greatest thanks. Nonprofits 
and community groups that have helped the thousands of evacuees need to be recognized, too. 

Meanwhile, local TV stations have also done a praiseworthy job of keeping up with images 
and explanations and warnings and all the news playing out in the Springs, Manitou, Woodland 
Park, Cascade, Chipita Park and Green Mountain Falls. The conflagration has been televised, 
and televised well. 

It's also been tweeted. Like crazy. 

According to Topsy Labs, Inc., more than 15,000 Twitter messages that included the #WaldoCan- 
yonFire hashtag were sent out on Sunday alone. That's one every six seconds. Scroll through them, 
and of course you'll find examples of misinformation, duplication and occasional inanity. But you'll 
find a lot more 140-character missives that capture poignant thoughts and essential information. 

That in mind, intern Wyatt Miller (with a little help from associate editor Kirsten Akens and 
director of digital media Becca Sickbert) has weeded through the tweets to create something of a 
social-media-powered timeline. Starting below and continuing through p. 13, using the words and 
characters of more than two dozen locals, we present a wide-lens snapshot of 36 weekend hours 
that were as harrowing as they were historic. 

Everybody knows we're far from being out of danger. So as we look ahead to the next week, let's 
hope the number that changes most is this one: 5 percent containment.

Brightening the corners 

Outside the spotlight, small nonprofits answer the community's call 

By J. Adrian Stanley 



Ever since the Waldo Canyon Fire began 
engulfing the west end of El Paso County last 
Saturday, the media have been busy covering the 
major nonprofits that have responded. 

Most everyone knows about the good work 
being done by the Norris-Penrose Event Center, 
the Humane Society of the Pikes Peak Region, the 
Pikes Peak Chapter of the American Red Cross, 
Pikes Peak United Way, Care and Share Food Bank 
for Southern Colorado, and Discover Goodwill. 

But the big players aren't the only ones reaching 
out in this crisis. Smaller nonprofits have helped 
ease pressure on larger ones, and addressed a host 
of niche issues. Here are a few standouts. 

The Resource Exchange 

418 S. Weber St., 380-1100, tre.org 

In an evacuation situation, few face more chal- 
lenges than those with disabilities. 

Before Manitou Springs was evacuated Sunday, 
David Ervin's Resource Exchange staff of about 
135 were making arrangements for 36 clients who 
lived in the path of the fire. They placed all of them, 
meaning no one had to stay in their main office, 
which they'd set up as a contingency shelter. 

Still, the executive director knows his clients 
aren't out of the woods, since the fire continues to 
spread. "The challenge for us moving forward is 
to watch the track of the fire and to try and predict 
evacuations before they're called for," Ervin says. 

Being able to evacuate calmly is key for many 
people with disabilities, who Ervin says "tend to 
not deal with change very well." The Resource 
Exchange is also making its behavioral health 
staff available to clients who may have trouble 
dealing with the stress of the situation. 

All Breed Rescue & Training

Since most hotels and motels (and many 
friends and family members) often ban pets, 
many evacuees have sought safe places for theirs. 
And the Humane Society of the Pikes Peak 
Region has been so swamped with evacuees that 
as of this writing, it had very limited space to 
take on more animals. 

But several smaller organizations — from ani- 
mal hospitals to pet groomers to shelters — have 
stepped up to assist. Among them is All Breed 
Rescue & Training, which began taking animals 
Saturday afternoon. As of this writing, it had 
welcomed 36 adoptable dogs from the Humane 
Society, so the bigger shelter could create more 
room for evacuees. It's also accepted evacuee 
pets directly from owners. 

Cats here have been cuddled. Dogs have had 
walks and pool time. Staff built one group of five 
cats from the same evacuee a special cat house, so 
they could stay together, reducing their stress. 

"We're working hard to make sure everybody is 
taken care of the way we would want our animals 
taken care of," says office manager Sara Simon. 

That includes keeping animals that sound 
wheezy — a sign of possible kennel cough — 
separate from the healthy ones. 

All Breed has received lots of volunteer help, 
but it needs money. Feeding volunteers and trans- 
porting animals gets expensive, and during the 
fire All Breed's normal fund-generating opera- 
tions are shut down. 

In better times, All Breed keeps adoptable ani- 
mals with foster families and uses its offices for 
obedience classes; with animals taking over the 
office space, the classes are suspended.

I arc Snyder was worrying about where to send his family and what to 
Itake from his home. 
In the early morning hours of Sunday, the Manitou Springs mayor was 
facing the same mandatory evacuation orderthat all his constituents were 
facing. But unlike everyone else, Snyder had also sat in meetings with the 
town's new fire chief, Keith Buckmiller, deciding whether an evacuation 
should be called. 

The process was more exacting than Manitoids — many of whom were 
annoyed or terrified to be awakened after midnight by reverse-911 calls — 
might have guessed. (Disclosure: I was among the evacuees.) 

And it remains in place. With the fire continuing to rage, mandatory 
evacuation could happen again, as Snyder explained to the Independent on 
Monday. 

Indy. What was the evacuation plan? Why did we evacuate? 
Snyder: The first thing you've gotto realize is howfluid and how ever- 
changing the situation was. I actually met on Saturday night from midnight 
to 12:30 with all of our emergency personnel. Atthat point we had evacu- 
ated approximately 15 homes from the north side of Highway 24, basically Little Switzerland area, because we 
thought if any part of town was threatened, that was the part. If the fire started to come down Williams Canyon, 
that's directly where it would be heading. 

As of 12:30, that looked to be where we would go through the rest of the night. We had done the pre-evacuation 
order, so essentially everybody was ready if we needed to evacuate, but atthat point it didn't seem like we were 
going to have to. Well, by the time I came home, it had all changed.

on Wheels program is still working for its older 
and elderly clientele. Staffers have called clients 
to keep track of where they're staying, and what 
help they need, whether it be rides, donated food 
or other services. 

But the evacuees haven't been the only ones 
affected by the fire, Orwig notes. Low-income 
seniors — most of whom haven't needed to 
evacuate — are in desperate need of fans and air 
conditioners. Silver Key would like to help, if 
they can get the equipment donated. 

"Because we're having such record high heat, 
we're telling people they need to keep cool how- 
ever they can, but we're also telling them they 
need to keep their windows closed because of the 
ash and smoke," Orwig explains. She adds, "For 
the most part, [our clients are] living in homes 
without air conditioning."

While the Ute Pass library branch in Cascade 



has closed for the fire, the Pikes Peak Library 
District has helped in other ways, spokesperson 
Travis Duncan says. 

For starters, the Penrose Library has been 
offering extended hours to accommodate evacu- 
ees, many of whom are using library computers 
to sign up for programs, read the news and con- 
tact loved ones. PPLD also has donated books to 
evacuees at the Cheyenne Mountain High School 
shelter, and set up a laptop lab there. As of Mon- 
day evening, 12 computers there had been in 
constant use since the night before. 

"Our laptops helped approximately 20 people 
register for the Red Cross Safe and Well program 
that we set as the homepage, and easily 40 to 
50 others used the laptops to look up fire infor- 
mation for their homes and local areas," says 
Clifton Medford, IT technician at PPLD. "There 
were also plenty of Facebook updates to let their 
friends and family know they were safe."

Fifteen minutes later, I got home and turned on the TV, and I'm seeing mandatory evacuations for Manitou. But 
what had happened in that time — the fire had indeed come down a ridge by Williams Canyon and then started 
heading down Williams Canyon. 

So we had three trigger points that we had established for evacuations: one, if it crossed Highway 24 to the west 
of us; two, if it started coming down Williams Canyon; and three, if it entered Cedar Heights, and started coming 
down in that direction. 

Indy. How was it decided when we could come back? 

Snyder: Again, we had a press conference at 4 p.m. [Sunday], which I participated in over atthe command center 
at Coronado [High School] with the media. At that time, we had to announce, "We're not letting anyone back in at 
this time." 

But by the time I got back to City Hall, Chief Buckmiller informed me that it looked like we were out of the danger 
zone. The fire was moving away from us. 

But we also established the same trigger points, so should those occur, we would have to re-evacuate. But as 
the chief assessed the threat, he really felt that the chance of any re-evacuation, or the fire coming our way again, 
was very remote at that point. 

And that he felt, you know, it was very safe to bring folks back, under the proviso that should things change we 
might be knocking on your door in the middle of the night again and telling you, "You gotta leave." 

Indy. So people need to know they could have to leave again if any of those trigger points are met again, right? 

Snyder: Yes. ... Know where all your stuff is and have a plan because it's not just this fire, but we are still under 
such extreme fire danger. God forbid, but another little thing could break out and we'd be right back facing what we 
faced this weekend.

With the primaries done, two underdogs now stare down GOP candidates 



By Chet Hardin 

Whew. Primaries are over. As 
you read this, the results from 
Tuesday's election undoubtedly have 
some people very happy. 

(Because the Independent now 
goes to press at midday Tuesday for 
distribution Wednesday, you can find 
our coverage of the primary election, 
focusing on the contested races in El 
Paso County as well as for U.S. Con- 
gress, at csindy.com.) 

Usually, winning the Republican

primary in El Paso County means 
coasting into office. In two races, 
however, challengers have been bid- 
ing their time, patiently building 
campaigns they hope will derail the 
November coronations. 

Independent Dave Anderson faces 
the GOP nominee in Colorado's 5th 
Congressional District, while former 
county Democratic Party chair John 
Morris is running for county commis- 
sioner in District 3. 

Dave Anderson 

Ten years ago, Anderson lost a 
business. 

"I built up a company from noth- 
ing, with over 800 employees and six 
locations," he says of his former elec- 
tronics assembly outfit. "In 2001 and 
2002, those jobs went to China. So, 
for me, this race is very personal." 

Job creation, more than any issue, 
is what the first-time candidate wants 
to discuss. 

"You can do all the internal 
company operations right. You can 
have the best floor operations in 
the world, and still lose because the 



macro-economic policy is not what it 
needs to be. 

"We've got too many Hewlett- 
Packard engineers stocking shelves at 
Home Depot." 

The solution? For starters, fix our 
trade policies, he says. Anderson is a 
founding board member of Washing- 
ton, D.C.-based Coalition for a Pros- 
perous America, a nonprofit seeking 
trade policy reform with an eye on 
balancing the trade deficit. 

Frank Shannon, a local Republican, 
has been working with Anderson for 
seven or eight years, "lobbying Con- 
gress and the Colorado delegation on 
getting some votes right on bills that 
we have been pushing." 

For example, the Currency Reform 
for Fair Trade Act would, according 
to its summary, require action against 
"foreign countries with fundamentally 
undervalued currency." 

Multiple attempts to pass this bill 
have failed in Congress, with it mak- 
ing its way through the House before 
dying in the Senate, or vice versa. But 
Shannon says it has the support of the 
majority of Colorado's congressional 
delegation, except for Lamborn and 
Democratic Rep. Jared Polis. 

"Dave and I have been lobbying 
Congressman Lamborn since before 
he got elected," Shannon says, "try- 
ing to get him right on this issue, 
and he's just basically been wrong on 
every vote. ... Every opportunity he's 
had, he's voted with the globalists, the 
trans-national corporations, and pretty 
much against the domestic producers." 

"There is no such thing as free trade," 
says Anderson. "All we can get is com- 
petitive markets. But first we have to stop 
other countries from cheating."

Anderson knows he's viewed as a 
longshot, but he says his economic 
views appeal to both sides of the aisle. 
In fact, as Shannon points out, "if you 
push me into saying who supports our 
views the most, I'd have to admit that 
it's the Democratic] Party." However, 
he adds, "in the Republican Party, it's 
the moderate or mainstream Republi- 
cans like myself, that agree with us." 



Anderson points to his endorse- 
ments as proof of his coalition-build- 
ing skills, from Tom Neppl, CEO of 
Springs Fabrication who hosted Mitt 
Romney at a local rally, to former 
Vice Mayor Richard Skorman, who 
has regarded himself as independent. 

"People will be able to, in the com- 
ing weeks, compare the policy content 
that's in our platform against what 
anybody else has," he says. "We're 
going to be head and shoulders above 
anybody, certainly anybody who wins 
that primary. 

"The people know that as wealth 
has vaporized in the past three years, 
and incomes decline, that the truth 
gap increases."

The primary between Commission- 
er Sallie Clark and newcomer Karen 
Magistrelli stuck to the old script of 
competing to prove who is the more 
conservative, says Morris. 

"It's all a formula of what you'd 
expect them to do," he says. 

However, he says, it will be telling 
who wins. Magistrelli attempted to 
focus on integrity; Clark has touted 
experience. "It will be interesting to 
see which resonates with Republi- 
cans," he says. 

Morris is running, he says, to pro- 
vide a different perspective to county 
government. 

"I am the alternative voice. We've 
had the same voices on the commis- 
sion for the last 40 years, and we've 
had this incestuous dance where a 
commissioner becomes a clerk and a 
clerk becomes a treasurer," he says. 
"And it's all the same people circulat- 
ing around in this musical chairs. But 

I think that government 

requires some diversity of 
voice." 

That issue, he believes, 
will resonate with voters. 

"And not just Democrats 
or progressives, but with 
anyone who is tired of hear- 
ing that same old voice," 
he says, adding that though 
he's a Democrat, he would 
represent a large number of 
^^^^^ Republicans. 

"I want them to know 
where I stand as they vote for me, so 
that if they elect me they know what 
they are getting," he says. "But at the 
same time, you have to solve prob- 
lems for your district. You have to get 
things done as well, but getting things 
done with a different kind of perspec- 
tive going into the decision-making."

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Drake gets $500,000 review 

Delaying the use of new emissions- 
control technology for a while, Colorado 
Springs City Council, sitting as the 
Colorado Springs Utilities Board, last 
week authorized a $500,000 study 
about retiring the Martin Drake Power 
Plant. Utilities will conduct an economic 
development study of how shutting Drake 
might enhance business and residential 
development, job creation and retention. 

Neumann Systems Group, headed by 
physicist David Neumann, wants to install 
sulfur dioxide-control technology on 
Drake, thought to be the final step toward 
securing contracts with other plants. The 
city would get a handsome cut of those 
deals, perhaps creating many local jobs. 

A decision could come in 30 to 60 days 
to apply the technology at Ray D. Nixon 
Power Plant instead, though it would 
cost tens of millions more. Removing 
the 87-year-old Drake would reduce air 
pollution but cost a small fortune. "It's not 
going to be cheap, no matter whatwe do," 
Councilor Bernie Herpin says. — PZ 

New county attorney named 

Amy Folsom Mullaney, an assistant 
county attorney for about four years, is 
apparently ready to take her chances 
as county attorney. Two of her three 
predecessors were fired and the third. Bill 
Louis, leaves now having resigned after 
getting crosswise with commissioners. 

The contract, on commisioners 1 Thursday 
agenda, calls for her to be paid $129,389 a 
year, just under Louis' $132,116, plus a car 
allowance. If fired without cause, she would 
receive six months' pay and six months in 
health benefits. The contract has a unique 
clause: "The Employee will not disparage, 
criticize, or demean County, its reputation, 
employees. Board, Commissioners, 
services, manner of conducting business, 
or any other aspect of County, by any 
communication or conduct whatsoever." 

She becomes the second female 
county attorney. Beth Whittier served 
from about 1985 to 1995 but was canned 
amid a pension fund investigation; she 
had suggested the county appeal a ruling 
that shielded pension fund records from 
disclosure. Mike Lucas was fired in 2004 
after opining that commissioners must 
document mileage rather than collect flat 
monthly checks, and after hiring his sister. 

Louis gave notice after advising 
commissioners that their pending deal to 
acquire a building on Arrowswest Drive 
mightcause a "blackeye." Commissioners 
let the Arrowswest deal die, and Louis 
resigned, though he has insisted that the 
two events are not related. 

Folsom Mullaney worked for District 
Attorney John Newsome before he losthis 
re-election bid to Dan May in 2008. — PZ 

Pena talks Obama strategy 

The enthusiasm is growing, says Federico 
Pena, but it's not where it needs to be. 



The former Denver mayor, one of three 
dozen co-chairs of President Barack 
Obama's re-election campaign, visited 
Colorado Springs last week and said, "Now 
that the Republican primary is over with, 
the voters are paying more attention." 
But thus far, Pena says, Democrats 
haven't done a great job emphasizing the 
successes of Obama's first term. 

"That's our fault," he says. "The 
Democratic Party is the worst of the two 
parties at communicating our message 
and accomplishments." He lists the 
highlights: the Lilly Ledbetter Fair Pay 
Act, health care reform, American Jobs 
Act, the first stimulus bill, expansion of 
the Pell grants program and so on. 

Despite what he considers an 
impressive four years, he says, even 
Colorado, where Obama won handily last 
time around, is very much in play. 

"It's going to be close in this state," 
Pena says. "I thinkthatwe're goingto win, 
but it's going to be close." — CH 

Carson deals with missteps 

Fort Carson has had some issues 
with environmental compliance, and 
recently came under investigation for a 
10,000-gallon sewage spill into Fountain 
Creek. Post officials blame it on a heavy 
rainstorm earlier this month, and say the 
spill went into a ditch a mile from Fountain 
Creek. Soil there, they say, has been 
removed from the ditch and landf il led. 

Notices of 16 violations of the Colorado 
Air Pollution Prevention and Control Actin 
2010, 2011 and 2012 are pending. In 2007, 
Carson was fined $2,475 for violations 
of the Colorado Hazardous Waste Act in 
2005 and 2006. 

Carson officials say the hazardous waste 
violations stem from a "long-standing 
difference of opinion" between the Army 
and the state, and didn't cause adverse 
effects. As for the air quality problems, 
Carson blamed its "rapid and sustained 
construction" for the "administrative 
oversight" violations, and vowed to 
improve its paperwork obligations for 
environmental accountability. — PZ 

Memorial, USOC hook up 

The U.S. Olympic Committee has chosen 
city-owned Memorial Health System as 
the local care provider for Team USA 
athletes living at the Colorado Springs 
training center. Memorial will provide up 
to $400,000 per year of in-kind general and 
specialized medical care for elite athletes, 
plus supportfor USOC-hosted events. 

Memorial interim CEO Mike Scialdone 
notes, "This is not gonna be a significant 
financial burden on the organization." 

Up to 500 athletes reside at the Springs 
training center, but only the top level will 
have access to the services, according to 
criteria agreeing parties will define. — AN

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Still pushing the limits 

Ballot language on terms for county officials could violate state law and confuse voters

Here we go again. 
After a deceptively written 
ballot measure in 2010 gave Sallie 
Clark and Dennis Hisey a chance to 
seek third terms this year on the El 
Paso County Board of County Com- 
missioners, a new measure on the 
Nov. 6 general election ballot will 
give voters a chance to undo it. 



ing a question for this year's ballot. 
Thus, Clark and Hisey could be 
elected to a third term in this year's 
election, and Chair Amy Lathen (run- 
ning for a second term in 2012) would 
be able to serve until 2020. 

The new measure asks if voters 
should allow county officials elected 
after Nov. 6, 2012, to serve three

Problem is, the wording of this mea- 
sure seems to be illegal. 

In a June 20 e-mail, County Clerk 
and Recorder Wayne Williams tells 
commissioners that by state law, ballots 
must point out that a "yes/for" vote on 
any ballot is a vote in favor of changing 
current law, and a "no/against" vote is 
against changing current law — in order 
to "minimize voter confusion." 

The measure that commissioners 
certified to Williams' office last year 
calls for just the opposite. A "yes" vote 
would preserve the status quo — the 
voter-approved, three consecutive four- 
year terms — while a "no" vote would 
change the law back to two terms. 

Commissioners haven't decided 
whether to make a change, but Hisey 
says in an e-mail that he's open to it. 

Yes means no 

In 2010, commissioners voted 
4-1, with then-Commissioner Jim 
Bensberg in opposition, to submit 
questions to voters allowing county 
elected officials to serve up to three, 
four-year terms. But the wording 
asked if terms should be limited to 
three, rather than extended to three. 

That prompted many voters to com- 
plain, saying they'd been confused. 
Several public meetings later, com- 
missioners refused to give voters a 
second chance in 2011, instead adopt-

terms, "with the understanding that a 
vote of 'no' will reduce the existing 
three-term limit to two consecutive 
four-year terms and a vote of 'yes' 
will preserve the current voter- 
approved limit of three consecutive 
four-year terms." 

Former commis- 
sioner and longtime 
anti-tax crusader 
Douglas Bruce, 
who's back to target 
ing local govern- 
ments following his 
Denver County Jail 
stay on tax- cheat 
charges, says such a 
question would have "no legal effect." 

"You cannot have a ballot issue 
that, if defeated, changes anything," 
Bruce told commissioners last week. 
He suggested a measure ask simply 
whether voters want terms limited to 
two — yes or no. 

Williams has urged commissioners 
to change the language, noting in his 
e-mail that the statute-mandated expla- 
nation printed on ballots that "yes" 
means a change and "no" means status 
quo will appear on this year's ballot. 
They have until Sept. 7 to certify a 
revised question to his office. 

Asked on Monday about Williams' 
request, Clark says, "I think we'll just 
make sure it's as clear as possible. I 



think we're open to discussing how 
it's worded." 

Pressed about the claim that the 
issue doesn't comply with state law, 
Clark changes the subject. 

"I really don't want to talk about 
this right now," she says. "This is not 
the highest priority for me. I have a 
fire burning in my district and need 
to get back to that." 

Three on one 

A change is probably needed 
anyway, because the question now 
includes the district attorney. The DA 
serves both Teller and El Paso coun- 
ties, and Teller officials have told 
Williams they have no intention of 
repeating the term-limits question for 
the DA, as El Paso does. 

Which brings up another issue. In 
2010, there were three term-limits 
measures: one for the DA, one for 
commissioners and one that included 
the treasurer, assessor, clerk and 
recorder, and surveyor. (The sheriff 
was given a third term by voters in 
2006, and the coroner is under a 
separate requirement.) 

Sherri Brunzel, a regular critic of 
the county, told commissioners last 
week that the questions should get the 
same treatment this year. "Now that 
this is lumped together in one ballot 
wording, we are not readdressing the 
issue as it was originally, where each 
office was considered in its own ques- 
tion," she said. 

Commissioner Darryl 

Glenn, who took office in 
January 2011, lobbied last 
year to let voters revisit 
the measure in November 
2011 and even proposed 
language that would dis- 
qualify Hisey and Clark 
from third terms. 

"I still think that's the 
proper way to go," he says 
in an interview, adding that he sup- 
ports changing the language, because 
the new measure is confusing. 

"In my opinion, the clerk has put 
us on notice that something has to 
happen," Glenn says. "I still maintain 
that the language that was approved 
[for the 2012 measure] is confusing. 
I still believe the reason why we're 
putting the question on the ballot is to 
clarify the last issue." 

Asked why the commissioners 
would approve a measure that was 
worded in contradiction of state law, 
Glenn says, "People can draw their 
own conclusion with regard to that."

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With a little help from friends, Michele 'Nelly' Johnson 
crafts a new self with art, rock and more than a few skulls

Ever since Michele "Nelly" Johnson 
moved to Manitou Springs nine months 
ago, she says something has happened to 
her in this mountain town. She's become a 
networking machine. 

The once-shy floral designer and model 
met new friends right away, like art- 
ists Chris Davis and Miranda Davie and 
musicians including Pete Sisson of the 
Conjugal Visits. Her socializing started 
casually, but soon became a project. And 
as part of the many conversations she 
had, Johnson discovered that art-rock 
shows aren't as common here as they are 
in her native Minneapolis, so she decided 
to start her own with nine other artists 
and a gaggle of bands. 

"I like going out to rock shows and seeing 
bands do their thing, and so combining the 
art and rock music was a 
way to make ... something 
fun that I'd like to go to," 
the 44-year-old says. 

She dubbed the show 
l/l/e Are Not Rembrandt 
not as an insult to the 
famed Dutch master but 
to suggest a difference 
in style. The one-day 
show and sale will fea- 
ture work by Davis and 
Davie as well as Dusty 
Powell, Hilary McCand- 
less-Beard and Tokka, 
with live music by the Conjugal Visits, the 
Mostly Don'ts, Headhum and Good Morning 
Accordion Terrorist.

To attract those who typically wouldn't 
frequent an art gallery, the show will be 
held at the Triple Nickel Tavern; the art 
— including pottery, jewelry and custom 
guitars — is similarly tailored. 

"A lot of the artists — the people that 
are doing the wall pieces, paintings — a lot 
of them are tattoo-influenced designs. A 
lot of skulls, just kind of fun stuff," Johnson 
says. She occasionally collaborates with 
Powell to paint the skulls on pottery and 
depicts them with bugs for eyes and flow- 
ers around their heads in her own heavily 
lined acrylic paintings, which have a strong 
Day of the Dead influence. "You wouldn't 
go to any of the traditional galleries and 
see what we're doing." 

You likely wouldn't find equally budget- 
friendly price points, either. Prints and jew- 
elry start at $10; originals start at $20. 

While for Johnson the show is 
more about her paintings, she will 
also be selling some merchandise 
from Kow Kitty, her design line, 
such as $1 buttons, stickers and 
magnets. 

"I sit down, and I hand-draw 
everything," she explains, "and 
everything just kind of comes out 
of my head." 



Davis, a member of the local cooperative 
arts group Mothma and publications artist, 
also aims for a personal approach to his DIY 
magazines and art books. 

"It's really oversimplifying it to say that a 
lot of good things have come out of technol- 
ogy," he says, "but I feel like one of those 
things that's kind of been left in the dirt is 
the idea of really personal expression." 

face your demons' 

Davis gained an appreciation for publica- 
tions at Idaho's Northwest Nazarene Uni- 
versity, where a medical hospital was reno- 
vated into the arts building in the 1950s. 
Much of its past was still intact when he, 
his friend, and an art professor explored the 
building's attic two summers ago. 

"We found handwritten notes saying, 'I 
hope you enjoy this; sorry 
we can't be with you for 
Thanksgiving.' Like, really 
weird stuff. You find A, C 
and D, and you just kind of 
wonder what B is." 

Davis arranged the 
notes into a scrapbook and 
has since created other 
handmade books full of 
found objects and memo- 
ries from his own life. They 
will be shown alongside 
his zines, "Fear and Trepi- 
dation," which is full of 
photocopied art pieces, stories and found 
objects, and "Creepy Craigslist," a collec- 
tion of bizarre posts, like people hawking 
two-foot-long locks of human hair and a 
basin full of urine. 

"Art is all about dialogue," he says. "It's 
opening it up, it's talking about something 
that's difficult for the artist to understand 
orto comprehend." 

For Johnson, that dialogue stems from 
personal experience. Her favorite thing that 
she's written for Kow Kitty is "Face your 
demons and bitch slap 'em." 

"That's what I'm doing, and one of my 
fears was being destitute and not hav- 
ing steady income and leaving my home 
... I never pictured myself leaving Minne- 
sota, and here I am, and I left everybody," 
she says. "And I completely started 
over again with a blank slate 
I'm rewriting me, and I'm 
rewriting who I am."

With kick 



The west side's 'bullfighter' focuses on flavor

Last weekend, El Torero pro- 
vided a front-row seat for all 
kinds of heat. 

The Waldo Canyon Fire burned 
along mountain ridges visible 
from the restaurant's west-facing 
windows, spurred on by some of 
the most sweltering days Colo- 
rado Springs has seen in decades. 
Mirage-like waves of warmth 
poured off the parking lot and into 
the open doors — when the setting 
sun stabbed through, you moved. 




Skip the chili and go straight to the 
source: a bowl of killer came en su jugo. 



And from the kitchen, the slices 
of fresh jalapeno spiked a fondue- 
like queso fundido ($5.55), a 
pleasant little bowl of cheddar and 
tomatoes that never failed to offer a 
stretchy bite. 

Which brings us to the food. It's 
why, even if you hate to sweat, a trip 
to El Torero — the former home of 
Indy favorite La Perla Tapatfa Mexi- 
can Taqueria, and as pleasant a little 
spot as ever — is worth it. 

Get the came en su jugo ($9), a 
precursor to chili con carne that's a 
mixture of the soft, plump, creamy 
and crunchy. A beef broth is filled 
with tender cuts 
of steak, pinto 
beans, lettuce, 
garlicky gua- 
camole, sour 
cream, button 
mushrooms and 
tomatoes. Tortilla 
strips cover the top, completing the 
textural playground.

Or try the chile Colorado ($8), 
where velvety chunks of pork pool 
in a boldly herbed, dirty-redish- 
brown sauce of cumin, onions, 
guajillo chiles and the like. It's 
meaty crack when piled in a pil- 
lowy tortilla. 

The dishes come from 20-year- 
old owner Louisa Yanez-Herrera 
and her husband, who do all the 
cooking. Meanwhile, two of Yanez- 
Herrera's brothers, one of whom 
can't be older than 13, help out in 
the dining room. 

The family vibe brings its 
charms, but also predictable frus- 
trations. It's hard to find out what 
some of the menu items actually 
are, because sometimes the only 
answer is a search for words and 
a final, "It's good — I've had it 
before." At various times, side 
plates, silverware, napkins, to-go 
boxes, refills, desserts and the 
check are all missing when they 
shouldn't be. Also, I can't imagine 
there's much of a service system 
in place, as it's pretty common to 
either have all four people check 
on you within a few minutes, or 
nobody. 

But generally, the food's as warm 
and fun as the black-and-white soc- 
cer ball and baby bouncer in the 
front room. 

The steak tacos toreados ($10.55) 
may have wanted for lime and been 
too dry (though they were partly 
saved by a side of guacamole), but 
their chewy greasiness — coming 
from a quick fry — and the smear 
of enchilada sauce made for good 
eating. The chicken in the polio en 
mole ($9) was similarly parched, 
but the dark, sesame-seed-flecked 
sauce poured over top was such a 
tantalizingly layered mix of bitter 
chocolate, savory something, and 
chili-pepper spice that I could have 
drunk it. 

The refried beans seemed 
freezer-burned; the relleno ($2.75) 
was damn near solid; and the 
watery, chalky horchata was one 
of the worst I've ever had. But 
if the cheese enchiladas ($2.25) 
were plain, the tomatillo topping 
sparkled with tang; the tomatoes 
on the hongos al ajo ($4) may have 
been unripe, but the buttery grilled 
mushrooms were simple and deli- 
cious. And the chimichanga ($2.50) 
was standard, but the fried bits of 
shredded pork inside were almost 
luscious — and hot.

Pikes Peak Market? 

It could be like Pike Place Market in 
Seattle, or Milwaukee Public Market. 
Something that would generate millions 
in revenues and taxes, revive a blighted 
area, and bring together artisans of all 
sorts while attracting tourism. 

That's how Ranch Foods Direct pro- 
prietor Mike Callicrate talks about a 
vision for the Peak Public Market, which 
he's working on with local leaders like 
Nor'wood Development president Chris 
Jenkins and congressional hopeful Dave 
Anderson. The idea is to convert the 
former 36,000-square-foot Crissy Fowler 
Lumber building at 117 W. Vermijo Ave., 
into a hub for local growers, brewers, 
roasters, artists and even cheese-mak- 
ers, anchored by food stalls and perhaps 
a Ranch Foods Direct market extension. 
Lofts and the like could boost the area, 
with potential for community gardens and 
a direct tie to America the Beautiful Park. 

"We don't have the ocean, but we 
have the plains," says Callicrate, quoting 
Jenkins. "We have beef, pork, wonderful 
Arkansas Valley produce — we want to 
make a showplace for that." 

Much remains undetermined — public- 
owned? producer-consumer co-op? — 
and input will soon be sought. 

Check our IndyBlog and RFD's site soon 
for regular updates. 

Napoli to north side 

Stefano Ferrara oven, imported from Italy 
— check. Italian Caputo pizza flour, also 
imported — check. Fior di latte (cow-milk) 
mozzarella and Alta Cucina plum toma- 
toes — check, check. 

Yup, looks like Duca's Neapolitan Pizza 
(12229 Voyager Pkwy., 457-3200) is plan- 
ning to make a serious impression when it 
opens around July 6 or so. 

Father-and-son team Joe and Tony 
Duca call it a quality, fast-casual concept 
that, as wood-oven operations go, should 
be more like a counter-service II Vicino 
than a table-service Pizzeria Rustica. Joe 
says he's emulating a place called Piz- 
zeria Locale in Boulder and a California- 
based Naples tribute called 800 Degrees. 

As for the 11-inch pies, expect three 
bases on which to add toppings: a tomato- 
basil margherita, a bianco (white pizza) 
with oil and cheese, and a vegan-friendly 
marinara pizza with oil, tomatoes and 
spices. Beyond build-your-own or pre- 
designed specialty pizzas (all under $10), 
look for four salads and six sandwich 
options, but no pastas and no desserts at 
first, says Joe. There will be Peroni beer 
and Duca Italian wine — total coinci- 
dence (or kismet). 

The Ducas, developers previously, 
developed the complex into which they're 
moving. They sold it several years ago, and 
today are renting from that buyer. Depend- 
ing on response, Joe could see expansion 
in Colorado, but kept in the family.

Much respect to owner Verna Summers for the 
proud sourcing of Ranch Foods Direct beef across her 
classic comfort-food diner menu. After 20 years down- 
town, the large RFD banner she's recently draped out- 
side her business might just attract new diners beyond 
the core downtowners and Sunday church crowds. 

Based on my Wednesday special of hamburger 
steak ($7.50) though, I can'tsaythe meat's always best 
handled. Cooked very well done with some charred 
edges and some entirely burnt sauteed onions, it'd 
have been better on the bloodier side. The mashed 
potatoes need some cream and butter in the prep, 
and the beans are the mushy canned kind. Diner norm, 
really. An accompanying beef and vegetable soup is 
hearty though, and the veggie and cheese quesadilla 
($6.25/small) with a good house guacamole is perfectly 
satisfying. The super-sweet house carrot cake ($3.25) 
is literally half icing. — Matthew Schniper

There's no doubt the much-lauded restaurant 
cares. Just one example: Because I walked in with a 
book, I was guided to the brightest spot in the dining 
room. This attention has surely contributed to Steak- 
smith's longevity: 32years and counting — thin veins 
of tar patches in the parking lot a testament to time. 

Once in the dated dining room, seated in a black 
swivel chair with Southwestern upholstery, dinner 
was long-lasting too (though buffered with good 
bread): 15 minutes to having an ordertaken, 20-plus for 
food to arrive. An 11-ounce sirloin ($26.95), sourced 
from meat-giant Cargill, brought with it a pathetically 
limited-for-the-price-point salad bar; and excellent 
side sauces of a sauerbraten-like demi-glace, and a 
white, buttery cognac cream. A house Pinot noir ($7) 
paired fine. A neighboring couple complained of an 
overcooked steak; mine was a delicious pink, until the 
last brown-and-chewy quarter of it. — Bryce Crawford 



Rico's Cafe and Wine Bar

Gone is the egg timbale that helped launch Rico's 
breakfast menu a couple or so years ago, but a 
daily quiche remains ($3.75) that's heartier than 
the pastry case offerings. On the morning I drop 
in, it's a veggie quiche properly loaded with broc- 
coli, mushrooms, onions and red bell peppers, with 
a soft, doughy crust that's slightly reminiscent of 
pizza crust. 

With morning light pouring past the greeting 
card shelves and a quieter crowd than at night, the 
cafe takes on more of a coffee than wine bar feel, 
perfect for doing laptop work next to say, a pleas- 
ant, 16-ounce chai latte with steamed almond milk 
and honey ($3.45). The hedonistic voice in my head 
grumbles that I didn't order the maple-walnut muf- 
fin. The sensible, boring voice cheers my almond- 
raisin bran muffin ($2.25) decision, even if it's a bit 
dense and saliva-stealing. — Matthew Schniper

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hen Marc Webb was in Colo- 
rado Springs to receive an 
achievement award at his 15th reunion 
at Colorado College last October, he 
screened his student films, made in 
1994 and 1996, and showed clips from 
his Golden Globe-nominated 2009 
film (500) Days of Summer. He also 
shared the latest trailer for his upcom- 
ing flick, The Amazing Spider-Man, 
before hosting a Q&A as part of "Cel- 
ebrating the Films of Marc Webb," a 
program that was open to the public. 

At one point during the program, 
Webb, in response to a question about 
the use of 3D in The Amazing Spider- 
Man, discussed the "uncanny valley." 
It's a term in animation and robotics 
for something that looks "almost real, 
but not quite real, and it makes people 
very uncomfortable." Robert Zemeckis' 
poorly received Beowulf ■was men- 
tioned as an example, but in defense of 
his own kind, and perhaps to assuage 
his own potential anxiety, Webb said, 
"there's not a director alive that hasn't 
had a flop." 

With an estimated budget in the ball- 
park of $215 million for The Amazing 
Spider-Man — a franchise reboot that 
director David Fincher called "risky" in 
an MTV News interview back in 2010, 
shortly after taking himself out of the 
running for the director's seat — Webb 
could easily and understandably be 
sweating July's box office figures. But 
with eight months of post-production 
still ahead of him at that time, the 
37-year-old appeared remarkably calm 
and comfortable, even offering an 
industry joke: 



"There's two brain surgeons going 
into an operation, an old guy and a 
young guy. As they start to cut open the 
skull, the old guy notices that the young 
guy's noticeably nervous. So he turns 
to him and says, 'Come on, it's not like 
we're trying to make a movie.'" 

On the bright side, Fincher, in that 
same MTV News interview, acknowl- 
edged that with Webb "they're rolling 
the dice, and I think that's always 
exciting." 

Webb shared how he actually said 
"no" to the project "several times" as 
well when first approached with it: 
"I thought it was the most ridiculous 
idea. I said, 'Did you even see my last 
movie?'" 

But after sitting with the offer for 
some time, he warmed to it. "The pro- 
cess of creating something from the 
ground up and reinventing something 
as culturally available as Spider-Man is 
a really fun challenge," he says. And, 
"at the end of the day, you're commu- 
nicating an emotion. It doesn't matter 
if it's an $8 million movie [roughly 
(500) Days' budget] or a $200 million 
movie — you want the audience to 
connect and feel something." 

Coming out of directing award- 
winning videos for the likes of My 
Chemical Romance, Green Day and 
Weezer prior to his feature film debut, 
Webb says he was plenty familiar with 
the language and mechanics of film- 
making. And he credits his time with 
Colorado College English faculty as 
key to informing his writing, analysis 
and critical communication skills. 

"The form of what you're trying to 
create is very closely related to the 
content you're trying to deliver," he 
says. "... Being able to articulate solu- 



tions is a really weird skill, something 
I was able to examine when I didn't 
even know I was examining it." 

Below, Webb very knowingly exam- 
ines his path to The Amazing Spider- 
Man (set to release July 3) in an inter- 
view conducted by phone from Los 
Angeles the day prior to his Colorado 
College visit. 

Indy: Did you read comics as a kid? 
Marc Webb: Sure. I lived right 
down the street from Capital City 
Comics in Madison, Wisconsin. I used 
to collect Spider-Man, but it wasn't 
the only comic I read. I was more 
into Groo the Wanderer, and G.I. 
Joe. Spider-Man and all the big com- 
ics — X-Men, Superman — had gone 
so deep, that it was hard to get in at 
the ground level. Those other comics I 
read from the ground up. 

Indy: Do you still read comics now? 

MW: Not so much anymore. I spend 
so much time doing movie stuff and 
reading scripts that I have a hard time 
keeping up with the comic universe. 
It's also evolved so much. It's a bit of a 
different world. 

Indy: Can you take us from Colo- 
rado College to (500) Days of Sum- 
mer to Spider-Man? Did you have a 
sense when you were sitting in Tom 
Sanny's film class that you were 
aiming for Hollywood? 

MW: I'd always been deeply attract- 
ed to movies, but I don't think I con- 
sidered it a real possible career path. 
I did an internship my junior year, or 
maybe it was my sophomore year, for 
a block. I worked on an HBO movie. I 
was a [production assistant]. I was like, 



T bet I can do this.' That opened up 
the door. 

And then I was an extra on The 
Cowboy Way. A whole bunch of us 
went down for a block break and vol- 
unteered. There was something about 
the set that I found really appealing. 
But the pathway was so obscure. When 
I went to NYU, first semester that was 
also eye-opening. Gradually it became 
more realistic, where if not directing, I 
could see participating professionally 
in the world of film. 

For me, I remember sitting on my 
bed in L.A. I had been watching a 
lot of music videos and I made a 
very firm decision that I was going 
to spend the next five years trying to 
do music videos. And that ended up 
working out. I started making little 
things on my own, learned as much as 
I could, and I shopped myself around. 
I became obsessed with it. I find that 
to be a common characteristic of a lot 
of people that I know that I work with 
now. Whether it's cinematography or 
writing or acting. It's just what you do. 
You can't not do it. ... 

There was no real break, I started off 
editing. Doug Pray, who also went to 
CC, taught me how to edit. I did some 
behind-the-scenes documentaries. 

And one day, I was working at a 
record label, and this guy — I'd showed 
him some of my short films that I'd 
done at CC — he was like, 'Hey there's 
this Blues Traveler video that I need to 
shoot some second-unit, some concept 
stuff for.' He said we had $10,000 to 
do it. And at the time I thought I was 
gonna make, like, Titanic. Ten thousand 
is more than I'd been able to spend on 
anything. We got a 35mm camera and 
went and shot it. It was pretty hokey, 
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not a very good video, but I made 
something. I kept on editing and then I 
started to do other little videos gradu- 
ally and over the course of several years 
it became a career. 

Indy: How does the music back- 
ground transfer into what you're 
doing now? 

MW: Well, in (500) Days of Sum- 
mer, a lot of the sequences were orches- 
trated around pieces of music. I knew 
the music before I shot the scene, and 
I could communicate that to my actors 
and the cinematographer. It gave me a 
sort of spine on a scene-by-scene basis 
to build a scene around. The story is 
obviously the predominant motivation 
behind how you shoot something, but 
the music helps give it a tone and a spir- 
it. That was a great learning experience. 

Beyond that, music videos train you 
to think and tell stories visually, because 
you don't have dialogue to help tell 
the story. So you've gotta show people 
rather than explain. And that was a 
pretty great tool that allowed me to have 
a little bit more faith in the performance 
rather than just the words on the page. 

Indy: Has Spider-Man been a 
whole different beast? 

MW: It's the same thing. It's film 
language. It's on a different scale, 
certainly, but at the end of the day 
it's actors emoting and trying to get 
an audience to connect to that. So it's 
really not that different. 

Indy: How did The Office episode 
that you directed come together? Did 
they call you? 

MW: It was right after (500). I went 
to NYU for a semester with Ed Helms. 



And we kept in touch over the years. 
He had just gotten onto The Office. 
It's a very different thing because the 
characters are already established, so a 
language is already built in. It's really 
more about blocking and helping the 
guest star than anything else. But I 
thought it'd be fun to do a TV episode, 
and I wanted to learn about it because 
I wanted to do more pilots. That was a 
good education. 

Indy: What happened with the 
Lone Star pilot you shot after that? 

MW: Lone Star was picked up but 
cancelled after two episodes. It was one 
of the quickest-cancelled shows ever. I 
think it was really well received criti- 
cally, but people just weren't interested. 
And that was tough. 

I loved the writer, Kyle [Killen] — 
he has this new show called Awake, 
and he also wrote The Beaver. He's a 
young writer from Austin, Texas. He's 
a very creative, intelligent, fun guy and 
the collaboration was really rewarding, 
but unfortunately it didn't work out. 

Indy: Back to Spider-Man, we're 
now in the era of the comic book 
reboot — Christopher Nolan taking 
Batman to great new heights as com- 
pared to the earlier films, for example. 
Post- (500) Days of Summer, this seems 
like a further defining career move for 
you. And there's the sequel slated for 
2014. Where do you go from here? 

MW: This was conceived with a big- 
ger story in mind. But really we based 
a lot of our movie on the Ultimate 
series, the Ultimate Spider-Mans [pub- 
lished from 2000 to 2009] — some of 
the attitude and the tone. I think Sam's 
[Sam Raimi, director of 2002's Spider- 



Man and the 2004 
and 2007 sequels] 
were more the Stan 
Lee [Spider-Man 
creator] and Steve 
Ditko [co-creator/ 
artist] versions. 

I've gotta finish this film before I 
think about anything else, but Spider- 
Man is a part of American mythology. 
It belongs on the big screen. I was 
hesitant at first because I didn't want 
to tread on Sam's stuff. But then when 
they had decided to let it go, I thought I 
could bring something to it. ... 

We knew it was very different from 
the earlier movies, so it's not a sequel. 
It's a reboot. There's elements of a 
prequel, because we go back and tell 
a little bit more about the parents. I 
can't talk too much about it yet, but 
it's a very different tone. It's a differ- 
ent story. Gwen Stacy is different. The 
Gwen Stacy mythology in the comic 
is an epic, very iconic piece of Spider- 
Man, maybe some of the most famous 
stuff in the comics. And it wasn't really 
explored cinematically. ... 

Obviously we had to conceive of it 
differently, but there's so much mate- 
rial in the comics. And the Gwen Stacy 
saga is a great example of that. And 
what happened to his parents and how 
the residue of that abandonment affects 
his emotional state. 

Indy: You're going from an indie 
film to the use of CGI and 3D. Now 
you're working with Spider-Man 
swinging from buildings. How do you 
go into that mode of directing con- 
ceptually. Has it been overwhelming? 

MW: I just took it one day at a time. 
It's a story about a kid who's growing

up and he's looking for his father and he 
finds himself. And you've just gotta keep 
that aura in what you're trying to do, and 
the rest sort of takes care of itself. 

Indy: Did you wear the helmet like 
James Cameron did for Avatar, to be 
seeing that 3D world while directing? 

MW: No, his live-action stuff used 
slightly different camera systems. But 
he was actually a great ally. When he 
heard that we were doing Spider-Man 
in 3D, he called up and invited me over 
and walked me through a lot of the 
new and emerging film language and 
technology and was incredibly gener- 
ous and totally cool. I was like, "Yeah, 
I'm going over and hanging out with 
James Cameron — how cool is that? 
What did I do right in a past life?" 

Indy: Stan Lee is credited in the 
film as playing the school librarian. 
Is it a forced thing in Marvel movies, 
the cameo thing? 

MW: Forced? Are you kidding me? 
It's Stan Lee! I wouldn't be here if it 
weren't for Stan Lee. Anything Stan Lee 
wants, Stan Lee gets ... I think it's fun 
because he is such a warm and gener- 
ous guy and it's a way to pay homage to 
him. I think he really enjoys it too.

The "auteur theory" has been back 
in the cinematic conversation in the 
week following the death of pioneer- 
ing film critic Andrew Sards, who 
popularized for American audiences 
the notion of the director as the 
defining creative voice of a film. It's 
always been a highly charged debate 
when dealing with such a collabora- 
tive artistic medium, and a thorn in 
the side of screenwriters who already 
spend their careers getting the crap 
kicked out of their egos. 

But then you see something that's 
such a triumph of a filmmaker's style 
over the story's substance, and you 
just have to give it up to the Sarris- 
ites. Magic Mike delivers a funky 
charge of entertainment almost 
entirely thanks to what its director 
adds to the formula. 

Which is fairly crucial, because for- 
mula doesn't get much more formulaic 
than this tale, apparently inspired by 
actor Channing Tatum's own experi- 
ences as a nightclub stripper. He stars 
here as the titular Mike, who spends 
his nights grinding in a Tampa club 
called Xquisite, and his days grinding 
away at odd jobs trying to save money 
to start a custom furniture business. 

On one of those jobs he meets 
Adam (Alex Pettyfer), a 19-year-old 
college dropout living on the couch 
of his sister, Brooke (Cody Horn). 
Soon Mike is introducing Alex to the 
world of dry-humping for crumpled 
dollar bills, while Mike anticipates 
the opening of a new club in Miami 
in which he's been promised a 



history, your nose is trustworthy. The 
script by Reid Carolin is a mash-up 
of everything from All About Eve to 
Boogie Nights, with a generous dose 
of Showgirls, Cocktail and Coyote 
Ugly stirred into the mix. It's the kind 
of story where the wide-eyed protege 
is literally referred to as "The Kid," 
and where his raw potential is instant- 
ly spotted by someone who says, 
"You've got something, Kid." 

It's the kind of movie where some- 
one pondering a crucial life decision 
sits staring pensively out at the ocean, 
and where the montages flow as freely 
as the breezes across the beach. And 
as soon as the innocent lad takes the 
first pill offered to him — with a hur- 
ricane blowing in the background, no 
less — you know things are about to 
spiral out of control. 

Yet Magic Mike offers a buzz that 
feels fresh — and that's what Soder- 
bergh contributes. His facility with 
finding a casual vibe for his actors 
leads to the kind of naturalism that 
has always elevated his genre films 
like Out of Sight and Ocean's Eleven. 

He guides a loose, frisky perfor- 
mance by Channing, and one from 
McConaughey that fully embraces 
his narcissistic image and even his 
cliched utterance of "All right, all 
right, all right." Soderbergh moves 
his camera over scenes of debauch- 
ery with the confidence that one 
impressionistic moment can do more 
than lingering on a naked body; he 
frames individual shots with a casual 
brilliance that forces you to take a 



moment to realize what you're see- 
ing. Simply by refusing to phone it 
in, Soderbergh makes Magic Mike 
worth holding our attention. 

The script seems to be trying for 
something slightly ambitious by 
grafting its gutter-to-glory arc onto a 
look at Great Recession-era econom- 
ics, and where we really deserve to 
turn our moral indignation. Also, 
you've got to give credit to any writer 
who comes up with a line as priceless 
as, "So, how pregnant did you get 
that girl's mouth?" 

It seems absurd, though, not to 
acknowledge that Magic Mike could 
exist primarily as glossy, socially 
acceptable porn for girls; at the 
screening I attended, the collective 
estrogen level could have synchro- 
nized menstrual cycles over a five- 
state area. 

The fact that it doesn't feel like 
merely a cookie-cutter creation spiced 
up with assless chaps is a result of 
a director with a sense for how to 
make any story singularly his own. 
Somewhere, Andrew Sarris is looking 
down with a smile and a nod.

a home studio, so I kind of learned 
the ropes, and then a year-and-a-half 
later they brought me on full-time 
and made me an in-house composer." 

Why him? Foster chuckles: "I 
know how to build and deliver a 
chorus, whether it's instrumental 
or whatever. I guess I have a good 
handle on dynamics, which is what 
all commercials are about." 

Foster cites his new Elton John- 
ish piano ballad 
"Ruby" as a pos- 
sible direction for 
FTP's sophomore 
set. ("That's a big 
side of me that 
nobody knows 
about.") 

His versatility

"But I ended up getting there and 
making it my own, and it ended up 
being cool," he says. 

Soon, the scorer was sculpting 
music for Verizon, Muscle Milk, 
T-Mobile, Pop Tarts, Bank of 
America, even California tourism. 
"And also Honey Bunches of Oats," 
he adds, helpfully. "It's a really 
good cereal." 

Along the way, Foster learned

group with bassist Cubbie Fink and 
drummer Mark Pontius. "I really 
sharpened my tools as a producer 
working at that job, and I actually 
wrote and produced 'Pumped Up 
Kicks' there." 

At first, Foster just threw "Kicks" 
up on the band's nascent web- 
site. But after it was immediately 
snapped up for an Anna Sui fashion 
campaign, the song caught fire. 
Ironic, given its Columbine-creepy 
lyrics: "All the other kids with 
the pumped up kicks / You better 
run, better run, outrun my gun," 
set to handclap percussion, frothy 
basslines, vocodered verses and a 
fluffy falsetto chorus. Plus, there's 
the whistled part that was stuck in 
everyone's head last summer. 

As for the lyrics, Foster notes that 
the protagonist doesn't really do the 
crime — he imagines it. 

"The song is more about the psy- 
chology of what makes him tick, and 
him playing with the idea of doing 
something like that," says Foster. "I 
really wanted to just paint his world, 
his home life, his emotions, the con- 
versation that's going on in his head. 
That's more interesting than telling 
a story about someone killing some- 
body — what is driving this person 
to think this way?" 

Foster, meanwhile, is that rar- 
est of animals: a literate, well-read 
rocker, like his idols David Bowie 
and Damon Albarn. "But I don't 
look up to 95 percent of the rock 
stars out there — they know how 
to write good tunes, but they don't 
really know who they are." 

And he does? "Uhhh . . . I'm getting 
there," he replies. "I'm getting there."

The Cherry Thing

Among 
the best are Suicide's "Dream Baby Dream," 
a quiet narrative take on rapper MF Doom's 
profanity-filled "Accordion" (anchored by a 
very quiet bass), a spooky reworking of her 
cornetist stepfather Don Cherry's "Golden 
Heart" and the record's gem, a quavering, 
slow, raw version of "Dirt," that somehow 
manages to gettothe same place as the 
Stooges original. The Cherry Thing might be a 
bit on the outre side of things, but it's coolly 
so. — L. Kent Wolgamott

Synthetica is an 
appropriate name for 
Metric's fifth album, 
as the Canadian band 
shifts toward sleeker 
synthesizers and pro- 
grammed rhythms. The 
guitars that helped 
power 2009's Fantasies 
play more of a supporting role here, while 
the drums have been dialed back on the wal- 
loping beats of past arena-sized anthems 
like "Front Row" and "Arena Love." This 
certainly could have been a recipe for a 
colder, more lifeless album, but frontwoman 
Emily Haines still imbues her lyrics with a 
human, sometimes fragile, quality. There's 
lots of bounce in the melodies of "Speed 
the Collapse," "Breathing Underwater" 
and "Lost Kitten," while the title track and 
"Youth Without Youth" recapture some of 
the guitar-and-drums thunder of earlier 
works. There's nothing as immediately com- 
manding as "Help I'm Alive," but the catchy 
material and Haines' charisma continue to 
make Metric one of rock's most engaging 
bands. — Alan Sculley

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In fact, that's where Bone 
Orchard bandleaders Daniel Pre- 
tends Eagle and Carol Morgan- 
Eagle first met. How that translates 
into music is a lot of low-riding 
drone underscoring those banjo 
parts, a dark desperate tribal vibe 
cadged from the Gun Club, and an 
Ennio Morricone-scored spacious- 
ness that suggests a desert prairie 
landscape replete with tumbleweeds. 

"That not only comes from our 
recording ethos but our cinematic 
ethos," says Carol from their Taos, 
N.M., home. "We're both big fans of 
[director Sam] Peckinpah, spaghetti 
westerns, and the writings of [No 
Country for Old Men author] Cor- 
mac McCarthy, where there's always 
that idea of the spaciousness of the 
landscape being a character in the 
story or the song." 

The same dark, incipient vio- 
lence lurking in the work of those 
artists seeps from 
the corners of Bone 
Orchard's songs. 
There's the humid 
homicidal surfabilly 
of "Dancing With 
the Ghost of William 
Bonney," the mes- 
merizing slow-fuse 
pursuit of a spiritual 
panacea in "Snakeoil Salesmen," 
and the haunting murder ballad, 
"One Cut, One Kill," which was 
inspired by a friend who committed 
suicide. Yeah, they're not exactly 
"Walking on Sunshine." 

"Okay the stories are a little 
dark but we go for this transcen- 
dent beauty that makes it liberating

and fun at the same time," Daniel 
explains with a chuckle. "Like 
McCarthy's The Road — that was 
incredibly bleak at times, but there's 
a beauty to the expression that 
makes it transcendent." 

Though Carol and Daniel met in 
the late '80s they never played in 

bands together while 
in Los Angeles. But 
about two decades 
ago, mired in a typi- 
cal L.A. traffic jam, 
they decided to move 
to the country and 
wound up in Taos. 
Only after individu- 
ally exhausting the 
musician pickings in 
the area did Daniel 
finally relent and sing 
a song with his wife 
around the campfire 
on the shore of New 
Mexico's Chama 
River. That night a band was born. 

"I'm pretty sure I read that com- 
mandment in the rock 'n roll bible: 
Thou shalt not rock with one's 
wife," Daniel says. 

But perhaps if you're friends, then 
lovers, then bandmates, it can work? 
"Yeah, it never really works when 
you just start sleeping with the lead 
singer." 

Bone Orchard has since released 
a self- titled album in 2002, and 
A Romance of Ghosts in 2007. 
They've been anxious to follow up 
that album, and have accumulated 
a large collection of new songs, 
but had trouble making it into the 
studio. They finally decided earlier 
this year to simply start recording 
all their live shows, with the intent 
of taking the best moments into the 
studio and embellishing them. 

"We'll redo some vocals and add 
some layers," says Daniel. "We're 
not so interested 
in having it sound 
completely live. It's 
about capturing that 
energy." 

As for the tone of 
the new songs' lyrics, 
the darkness won't be 
disappearing. 

"That's the dichot- 
omy of what we do," Carol says. 
"Life and death — you can't sepa- 
rate them. But the knowledge that 
death is somewhere down the line or 
all around us can really enhance the 
beauty of living life and seeing it as 
a precious gift."

Bohemian rhapsodies 

After exploring the grandiose, DeVotchKa is looking to trim back its sound

Beauty and the beast keenly 
describe DeVotchKa's allure. On 
one hand, their music — particularly 
on record — moves with the dramatic 
sweep and elegant grace of an exul- 
tant movie soundtrack. After all, their 
breakthrough was the result of scoring 
and writing songs for the unexpect- 
edly popular 2006 film Little Miss

Sunshine, whose soundtrack included 
the chart hit "How It Ends." But the 
Denver musicians have also earned a 
reputation as boisterous performers, 
which led to touring with similarly 
spirited gypsy-punks Gogol Bordello. 
They're the musical embodiment of 
the mullet — with the class up front 
and the party out back. 

"We've always sort of had this 
dichotomy," says frontman Nick Urata. 
"When we get in front of a live audi- 
ence, the gloves come off and we'll do 
anything to survive. That's where the 
training and the thousands of crappy 
gigs come in handy. I think we're never 
going to lose that, but we sort of want- 
ed to take a more esoteric approach on 
our recording projects. 

"It's always seemed a better oppor- 
tunity to dissect and illuminate some 
of those subtleties 
you lose when

you re trying to 
play over the din of 
a sports bar." 

A dozen years 
after its Super- 
Melodrama debut 
album, DeVotch- 
Ka — which con- 
sists of Urata (lead 
vocals, guitar, 
bouzouki, piano, 



theremin and trumpet), Tom Hager- 
man (violin, accordion and piano), 
Jeanie Schroder (additional vocals, 
sousaphone, flute, double bass) and 
Shawn King (percussion and trum- 
pet) — doesn't have many sports bars 
on its tour itinerary. 

Quite the opposite. In February they 
did a gig with the Colorado Symphony 
Orchestra that 
threatened 
to unite the 
two impulses. 
The band's 
rich, flowing 
arrangements 
become even 
grander in 
the process 
of perform- 
ing backed 
by a 60-piece 
orchestra. 
After the lay- 
ered sounds 
of last year's 
700 Lovers, 
you had to 
wonder how 
much more 
cinematic and 
symphonic 
they could 
get. 

"We are just all suckers for the 
grandeur of it all," Urata says with a 
laugh. But he believes they will stop 
short of remaking Tusk. "The thrill of 
having the orchestra backing you up 
is kind of a once-in-a-lifetime thing, 
but on the flip side, we're definitely 

feeling the 

urge to make 
a more inti- 
mate four- 
piece style 
record like 
we used to. 
That's where 
our writing 
is going right 
now. I'll say 

that and I'll probably have the USC 
marching band on the next album." 

Why don't you love him? 

Although a great deal of energy 
lately has gone toward mixing the 
concert with the CSO for a record- 
ing that will come out later this 
year, Urata and his bandmates have 
found time to do some writing. 
Interestingly enough, the bandleader 
confesses to being the slowest work- 
er in the band. 

"I'm constantly editing my lyrics and 
hemming and hawing over them," he 
says." It's sort of the same old thing.

'Why am I here' and 'Why don't you 
love me?' But yeah I'm just finding that, 
more and more, the basic simpler truths 
are standing out to me, and I'm trying 
to get those across more than the meta- 
phoric sort of lines." 

DeVotchKa will be doing more 
writing during the run-up to the live 
album's fall release, and also between 
this summer's roster of festival dates, 
which have become a big part of 
their touring these last few years. 
The band's eclectic style has opened 
them up to a wide variety of bills and 
genres. It's something they've gladly 
taken advantage of. 

"Starting out I would've never have 
thought we could've pulled it off, but 
we've fine-tuned our live set to reach 
a larger audience and it's been really 
cool," says Urata, who loves the fact 
that festival offers continue to pop up. 
"You get exposed to all these artists 
that you've never heard of and you 
sometimes end up friends." 

Ego check 

These days, Urata sounds in par- 
ticularly good spirits, although he 
still confesses to being drawn to 
drama. Certainly last year's 700 
Lovers reeked of existential angst. 
The musician sees it as a side-effect 
of growing older and wiser, along 
with the inherent recognition of 
one's own fallibility. 

"As you get older — it just seems 
like everything I had a handle on 
seems to slip away," he says. "You 
don't have that sort of youthful 
assurance. Also, the idea that it's 

the stuff 

you do when 
nobody's 
watching you 
that really 
counts. I 
think that 
was an 
overarching 
theme that 
kept coming 
up for me in my words." 

Of course, Urata's been given per- 
spective the way many of us achieve it 
as we get older ... he's had a child. 

"It does refocus your whole ego, your 
whole psyche, and spirituality. I don't 
want to go on about it, but it's true," he 
says. "We've had some little children 
join the group, so we've been cherry 
picking and doing it in short bursts, try- 
ing to find a balanced way to do it. It's 
something that we still love and as long 
as people still want to hear us, we'll still 
climb in the van and go."

Good news: Colorado Springs musicians are getting a 
long-overdue boost in exposure thanks to the June 
11 debut of LocalFM.org, a new 24-hour station 
launched by Brian Elyo. 

"I was just thinking, 'Why doesn't something like this 
exist?'" says the local musician, who met up with me at 
the Grant Sabin/Flumps/EI Toro de la Muerte show in 
Acacia Park this past Saturday. (More on that show later 
in the column.) 

Over the course of a month or so, Brian researched the 
finer details of how to launch an online station through 
Live365, and ultimately took the plunge by purchasing a 
license to play unsigned artists. 

"The firsttest broadcasts were created with my collec- 
tion of about 30 [local] CDs," says the musician, who him- 
self plays out under the name Mobdividual. "Then I spent a 
weekend search ingthe 'Colorado Springs' and 'Pueblo'tags

more music, lots more," says Brian. Meanwhile, listen- 
ers who hear something they like can click on links to 
purchase tracks directly from the musicians themselves. 

The online station helps fill a void created last year 
when Jeannette Hohman discontinued her local music 
show on KRCC. And as LocalFM continues to grow, Brian 
expects its listenership will as well. "Hopefully local 
businesses and cafes will start playing this, and maybe 
venues can play the station for their between-band 
music," he says. "But the real magic 
will come when people that listen to 
Internet radio daily give this station a 
chance and then, once they are intro- 
duced to the music, hopefully start 
getting out to venues and shows. 

"My hope is that people will start 
to think of music the way they are 
starting to think about food: Local is 
better. Why import your music when 
your locale is so fertile? Why let Pan- 
dora decide what you listen to and 
hate them for it?"

over-the-top theatrical rock antics. Especially impres- 
sive was keyboardist Sky White body-surfing through 
the crowd along with his keyboard, while playing it the 
whole time. As a finale, frontman Eric Sean Nally actually 
appeared to swallow 10 burning cigarettes. Why, I have 
no idea. 

On Saturday it was the aforementioned Acacia Park 
show, where I caught the Flumps 
playing their highly infectious and 
seasonally appropriate "Sunshine" 
— whose bouncy rhythm, drummer 
Alex Koshak tells me, was inspired 
by Quincy Jones' workwith Michael 
Jackson. Also great: El Toro's rendi- 
tion of "Old Habits," which was the 
first song the band ever wrote, and 
a new track called "Clouds," which 
featured an extended interlocking 
guitar duo reminiscent of seminal 
New York band Television. Look for 
it on the band's forthcoming split EP with the Flumps. 

As for the days ahead, MadTrees are getting back 
together to play the V Bar's Thursday Night Hype with 
tons of other emcees, including Stoney Bertz and Kris 
Harlow.

Passengers can also specify 
whether they'd like seatmates to speak 
the same language, belong to the same 
generation, work in the same business 
or share other cultural traits. Noting the 
service will be free while its "future com- 
mercial potential" is explored, AirBaltic 
expects that seating like-minded people 
together will make trips more pleasant. 
"The main thing is how you feel," airline 
official Janis Vanags said.

Convictions and Crouse 

The trial of Bob Crouse, a cancer patient 
charged with felony cultivation and dis- 
tribution of marijuana, finally commenced 
Monday after many months of delay. The 
Colorado Springs native and MMJ card- 
holder says he uses the substance to treat 
side effects of his leukemia, and wound up 
on the wrong side of a paperwork snafu. 

Though we didn't hear backfromCrouse's 
public defender before press time, attend- 
ing advocate Audrey Hatfield said the trial 
process was moving right along. 

"You know, a lot of the jurors that were 
brought in, we were hoping they were 
gonna stay, because it seemed like they 
might be more supportive — just trying to 
judge by appearance," she says on Mon- 
day. "And all of those people were let go." 

Hatfield is president of Coloradans 4 
Cannabis Patient Rights, which has orga- 
nized people in front of the courthouse to 
protest every step of Crouse's prosecution. 
With signs like "Dan May go away," and 
"Fed up with the D.A.," this has not gone 
unnoticed by the district attorney's office. 

"Once again the prosecution was com- 
plaining about our being out there protest- 
ing," says Hatfield. "And the judge told 
her, 'Well, it's their right to peacefully 
assemble, and I'm not going to stop that.' 
So, again she had complaints about any 
buttons, or pot shirts. But he said, 'Well, 
I can't really stop people from what they 
wear.' 'Well, it's gonna influence the jury.' 

"Well, sorry." 

During the trial, Indispensary (indispen- 
sary.com) is offering a BOGO gram for any- 
body with a picture with Crouse at a pro- 
test; C4CPR is meeting outside the county 
courthouse at 8 a.m. every day of the trial.

(Some animals eat their 
young. Some eat their young's girlfriends.) Evoking your girlfriend's sympathy 
is the first step in shrinking her hurt feelings.

Playoff setup only a start 

So now we hear that major-college football will have playoffs after all, starting 
in 2014 with a four-team format to determine a "true" national champion. 
And we're supposed to be happy. Finally, the masses have gotten their way. 
Pardon me for not sharing in the thrill. There's only one way to analyze the 
decision announced last week to institute a playoff system. 

It's a start. But it's no more than a feeble baby step in the right direction. 
In case you missed the details, the playoff plan consists of two semifinal games 
using current bowls, almost certainly from the current Bowl Championship Series, 
somewhere around New Year's Day. Then the winners would play a week or so later, 
with major cities bidding for the chance to host that championship game, much as the 
NFL does now with the Super Bowl and the NCAA with its basketball Final Four.

to last year, Oklahoma State and Stanford 
would have joined Alabama and Louisiana 
State in the semifinals, presumably with 
pairings to separate the two Southeastern 
teams. Then again, many might argue to 
avoid having two teams from the same 
league playing for the title. It's also true 
that Oklahoma State and Stanford played 
an instant-classic Fiesta Bowl in January, 
with OSU winning 41-38. 

Granted, nobody challenged Alabama's 
right to No. 1 after how thoroughly the 
Crimson Tide dissected LSU, exposing 
the Tigers as being unworthy on offense. 
But an Alabama-Oklahoma State game 
would have been a great climax. 

My preference would have been for a 
minimum of eight teams, if not 16. Then 
you force the title contenders to sustain 
their season-ending peak for longer than 
just one or two all-out efforts. 

How would an eight-team tournament 
have looked after the 2011 regular season? 
To minimize the debate, let's take the top 
eight from the final pre -bowl BCS standings last December and set up the quarterfi- 
nal pairings with major bowls as sites, in bracket order, as we've done in other years: 

LSU (1) vs. Kansas State (8), Sugar Bowl; Stanford (4) vs. Oregon (5), Rose 
Bowl; Alabama (2) vs. Boise State (7), Orange Bowl; Oklahoma State (3) vs. 
Arkansas (6), Cotton Bowl. If the idea would be to avoid teams from the same 
conference playing in the first round, then one quick switch could solve that with 
Stanford vs. Arkansas and Oklahoma State vs. Oregon. 

Now, just imagine how sweet those four games would have been. Then the 
semifinals could've been at, say, the Fiesta Bowl in Phoenix and the Gator Bowl 
in Jacksonville, Fla., followed by the championship finale literally anywhere (but 
either in warm-weather cities or domed stadiums elsewhere). 

So much for dreaming. We have to live with four teams at the start. So let's 
look for positives. 

All we need, in the next few years, is a lot of parity among the top eight to 10 
college teams. That can happen with plenty of one -loss teams, or even with some 
clearly capable teams who have two losses (as Arkansas and Oregon did last year). 
We need to have college fans across the country screaming in anguish because a 
four-team playoff still leaves out others who deserve a shot at the national title. 

One other thing: We need the networks to line up, ready to write checks in the 
multi-gazillions for TV rights. More than the Final Four, comparable to the Super 
Bowl, and easily enough to provide a huge windfall for college athletics — perhaps 
with a commitment by schools to add sports, up to a minimum number. Think what 
that could mean, for instance, to baseball, women's Softball, lacrosse and other sports. 

When (not if) all that happens, the four-team playoff will turn into eight, maybe 
even 16 teams. 

But it has to start somewhere. That's the only reason to applaud now.

The smoke rolled in through the dense pine forest that surrounds our 
home. A steady wind powered the devilish Waldo Canyon flames north 
and east toward us. It was Saturday and we feared we might have to leave. 
It was time to gather our most important things. 

Monday morning, on the third day of the terrible fire, my SUV sat qui- 
etly in the driveway as the sun burned orange through the gray haze. In 
a box inside the Suburban were vehicle title papers and insurance papers. 
Passports. Birth certificates. Photos. Things normal people grab when the 
world seems to be on fire. 

And then there were other things. 

A stack of fly-fishing rods, for example. My wife and I love fly fishing. 
We just spent a week in Montana, drifting the Missouri River near Great 
Falls. And you can't fly fish without fly-fishing reels, so there was a bag 
full of those, too. 

And you can replace a house but you can't replace my golf clubs. I've 
played the game for 45 years and just recently bought my first set of really 
good clubs. Two weeks ago I hit a ball so far and straight that it almost 
didn't go into the $%@*&# lake in front of the green. 

And you can't play golf without golf shoes so in they went, along with a 
bag of golf tees worth approximately 50 cents in case the loss of thousands 
of trees in the fire might lead to golf tee rationing. 

An hour after I put my golf clubs into the Suburban, 

my wife asked if I'd packed her clubs, too. I said of course 
I had, and later I snuck out and actually did it. Then she 
handed me a bag and said, "Put this in. It wouldn't make 
sense to save the golf clubs and not have any golf clothes." 

Susie put together a bag of makeup, too. Kiehl's Mid- 
night Recovery Oil. I don't know what that is, but the oil 
could explain her youngish skin. And the dead ducks I 
^^^^^^^^^b occasionally find on her pillow. 

In went a compact of Laura Merrier matte powder, 
too. She says it takes the shine off her nose. Because there's nothing worse 
than a shiny nose. Unless you're a beagle. Or leading a sleigh. 

Trish McEvoy foundation, blush and eye makeup went in also, because 
what you don't want is meeting new people in the shelter while looking like 
you don't care anymore. 

Then we began packing clothing. I tried to ease her fire anxiety by say- 
ing we had room for all of her clothes but that was a lie, of course, and she 
knew it. All of her clothes would not fit into the Suburban but might, if 
packed carefully, squeeze into Rhode Island. 

I countered with three T-shirts, a pair of jeans and some socks. I threw in an 
extra pair of underwear, too, in case we were displaced for more than a month. 

Then, as the smoke drifted in through an open door, Susie emerged from 
our basement with bottles of wine. There was a fantastic Robert Hunter 
Chardonnay 2011 Reserve and a Miner Vineyard Napa Valley Chardonnay. 
We were now fully prepared if the shelter served fish or Cornish game hen. 

There were red wines, too, including a Four Sons 2007 Cabernet from 
the Baldacci vineyard in Napa and a bottle of Italian Ruffino Riserva 
Ducali Chianti Classico that I was fully prepared to share with other evacu- 
ees over a simple plate of pasta Bolognese. 

There wasn't much room left in the Suburban now, and I said the small 
remaining space would have to be saved for only the most important things. 

Susie trotted briskly into her gigantic closet and emerged with several purs- 
es, including a breathtaking Chanel shoulder bag and a Prada everyday purse, 
neither of which cost any more than a used Toyota with low miles. There was 
also a stunning Lieber-brand, crystal-encrusted evening bag that she wanted 
to bring in case the shelter hosted some sort of a big, formal function. 

We stood on our porch and talked about the choices we had made, about 
the stuff we thought was important. And we laughed. 

And then we watched the smoke drift overhead and smelled the terrible 
scorched earth, and we talked about losing our home. And we cried.
